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THE BOMBAY MUTINY. 


On a fine November —- in the year 
1842, the ship Bombay, fifty-three days out 
from New York, sighted the Sugar Loaf 
and running in past the forts that guard the 
entrance, anchored in the lovely bay of 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Negroes and natives in curious boats and 
canves surrounded the ship, offering for sale 
a bewildering variety of tropical fruits. The 
Brazilian Port Captain, in gorgeous uniform 
of green and yellow, came off to the ship in 
a barge with woodcn awning, flying an enor- 
mous Brazilian flag, and pulled by twelve 
coal-black Congo negroes, naked to the 
waist. 

The Bomiay, John* Gay, master, of six 
hundred tons register, was considered a 
vessel of good size in those days. She car- 
ried acrew of twelve men, with the Captain, 
two mates, carpenter, steward, cook and two 
bo ya. . 

was inthe mate's or port watch, Jim, 
the other boy, who was about my own age, 
was in the starboard watch. We boys mes- 
sed in the steerage with the carpenter, a 
sour-tempered Dane. 

On the first Sunday after our arrival, the 
port watch was given a day's liberty, and I 
went on shore with the rest. Passing 
through a great fleet of vessels of all nations 
at anchor, gaily dressed in flags, we landed, 
aud were soon on the plaza. 

I soon separated from the sailors, who 
sought the drinking shops. Wandering 
about, I saw many curious things. yang. 6 
warriage, with eix horses, outriders in ric 
livery, and a brilliant cavalry escort, I saw 
the youthful Emperor, Dom Pedro IL, then 
scarcely seventeen years old. 

I epent so much time in sight-seeing that 
when toward evening, I returned to the 

lace where I had left the Bombay's boat, I 
ound that it had gone off nearly an hour 
before ; but for a small fee two black men 
pulled me off to tue ship in a boat of their 
own. 

As we neared the Homiay, I saw evidences 
of unusual commotion on board, and a signal 
of distress“hoisted in the mizzen rigging. 
Arriving on board, I found what was the 
cazse of the trouble, 

Among the naval stores which —— 
eur cargo were six hundred barrels of 
whiskey. In those days this liquor was 
served out asa daily ration in the United 
States Navy ; but the practice did not pre- 
vailin the merchant service, liquor bein 
allowed on board but few ships, and server 
as @ ration in none. 

Sailors were in those days noted for their 
ingenuity in stealing liquor, and to keep 
this out of his men’s reach our Captain had 
stored the barrels in the fore and after runs 
or lowest parts of the lower hold. The 
sailors were aware of this, and on this day 

bad found their chance to get at it. 

Mr. Bowker, the chief mate, and the port 
watch were on shore, and Captain Gay 
gone on board another ship, the Angrr, 
to pass the day and dine with her command. 
er, This left Mr. Daniels, the second mate, 
in} charge. He was a rather casy-going 
young man, and soon retired to his state- 
room tajenjoy the day in reading an interest 
img novel, 

Chips, the carpenter, after smoking a pipe, 
went tosleep in hisbunk, and the sailors 
found little difficulty in taking from his chest 
euch tools as they wished, With these the 
starboard watch proceeded to cut a hole 
through the forecastle deck, and succeeded 
eo well that by dinner-time they had broken 
out the upper tiers of stores, and exposed 
the barrels. 

The cargo thus removed “— piled up 
carefully inthe quarters of the absent port 
watch, filling their side of the forecastle up 
to the carlines. 

Not satisfied with broaching one barrel, 
they rigged a whip and hoisted three barrels 
of whiskey up into the forecastle, and con- 
cealed them underneath their berths. 

They then returned the rest of the cargo 
to ite place, and retitted the deck planks so 
carefully that scarcely a trace was left of 
their work. 

After dinner the watch settled down to 
the business of drinking and carousing. 
When, at five o'clock in the afternoon, Mr. 
Daniels, having finished his novel, came for- 
ward to call away the boat to bring the 
liberty men on board, he was startledto find 
the entire watch drunk, and inclined to be 
guarrelsome. 

The second mate at once sent the carpenter 

d the boy Jim in the dinghy on board the 

ager for Captain Gay. The Captain, 
learning the state of affairs, accepted his 
friend Captain Edson's offer to send the 
Amper's boat for our liberty men. The two 
Captains came at once on board our ship In 
the dinghy. The arrival of the liberty men, 
who were alsodrunk, made matters worse 
instead of better, for the two watches fell to 
fighting in the forecastie. 

This was the disturbance which was tak- 
ing place when, amidst the cries and shouts 
of the neters, | arrived on board. Captain 
(iay, who was one of the old-time sea-cap- 
tains, and ‘‘avery taut hand” with his 
crews, ordered the second mate to go down 
into the forecastle, and bring up any rum he 
might find there. He supposed that the 
liqaor the men had been drinking was smug: 
gied on board from the bumboat. 

Mr. Daniels went down with ae very ill 
grace, I thought. The forecastle was just 
then a very lion’s den. He did not stay 
long, as you may suppose, but came up wit 
® rush through the hatchway, witha bleed. 
ing nose and puffed eye. = 

Vhen he could get his breath, he exclaim- 
ed, “* They've got a barrel of whiskey there 
on tap, sir, and they are fighting over it like 
a lot of wild Indians! It was all I could do 
to get out of itjalive.” 

This was nothing less than mutiny, and 
Captain Gay felt that his action must be 
summary. (roing to the cabin, he returned 
with four revolvers, and yave one each to the 
officers and carpenter. 

Then, looking down the hatch, he shout- 
oi, “‘ Men, come upon deck, every one of 
you {” 
. A how! of derision was the only reply. 

* “Twill give you five minutes to get up 
here, or I'l! come down there and find out 
the reason why !" he cried. 

They simply yelled defiantly in drunken 
chorus 

**GCome along, Mr. Bowker,” said the Cap- 
tain. ‘* You and I will start these fellows 
up. Mr Daniels, you and the carpenter put 
the ironsjon;them as they come up the hatch- 
way” 

The Captain and mate bravely started 
dowa the ladder, revolvers in hand 

They were taking desperate chances. It 
isnosmall thing for two men, even with 
arme in their hands, to face a dozen madden- 
ed aailors, at close quarters, in a hand-to- 
band encounter such as this must be.

For several sminutes there was a terrible 
confusion of voices, and then a sound of 
blows, followed by the sharp crack of a pis- 
tol.

A pistol-shot whistled ominously past the 
young officer, while a chorus of yells and 
cat-calls saluted him as he drew back.

I must report tomy commanding | 
officer and obtain further assistance.’ He 
hurried to his boat and left the ship. 

By this time it was growing dark, and 
affaira were ina bad state for the night. The 
two Captains consulted together as to the 
best course to pursue. As discipline had 
become almost a dead letter, we all gathered 
aft, having first secured the forward hatch- 
way, and several prpositions were discussed 
by the officers : 

** Captain Gay,” said Captain Edson, “ if 
you take my advice you will not allow the 
authorities to meddle in this matter, at this 
stage of the mutiny at least. If you doallow 
them to interfere they will put you to both 
trouble and expense, and possibly delay your 
voyage. I would at least exhaust your own 
resources first.” 

‘“* That is good advice,” replied our =. 
tain. ‘‘ But what shall I do with those wild 
men down there *”

by ourselves,” said Captain Edson, as he 
glanced at my companion Jim, who, with 
mouth and ears both wide open, was pushing 
forward to catch every word. They went 
below, and Mr. Bowker, now that the excite- 
ment was over forthe moment, found time 
to give us his attention. We were soon set 
at work clearing up the decks, securing the 
boats and making all snug for the night. 

In a short time the steward brought up an 
order to the mate to take the Angier's boat 
and to go on board the Braziiian man-of-war 
Independenzia, with Captain Gay’s compli 
ments, and say that we should not require 
any assistance that night, but should be glad 
to have the police boat sent in the morning 
to take the prisoners on shore. 

Lefore going, the mate was directed to see 
that the ated hatch was lashed down and 
a kedge anchor put upon it. 

As the “‘ prisoners” were as yet a long way 
from car secured, we were all very much 
mystified by this message, and the mate re- 
marked to Mr. Daniels, in my hearing, that | 
he thought ‘‘ the Captain had better catch 
hia cr a before he counted them.” 

But he obeyed the order, nevertheless, 
and we went down into the steerage to sup- 
per, there to discuss the mutiny in all its 
aspects. When the Angier’s boat returned, 
Captain Edson‘went back to his own ship. 

Fiat night the mates and the carpenter 
kept the anchor wacthes between them, and 
the crew, long before midnight, succumbed 
to the® effects of ‘the liquor, and were all 
quiet in the forecastle. 

The next morning we were aroused bright 
and early, and for once found the Captain on 
deck as carly as any one. Jim and I were 
sent off in the dinghy to bring Captain Ed- 
son on board, who came, bringing with him 
a package of something that smelled very 
much like matches.

Their Appearance and Growth. 

Our systematic knowledge of the bacteria 
is still so meagre, 50 many species and doubt- 
less so many famflies of them have never yet 
come into the range of human vision, and 
our glimpses of their life powers have been 
so fragmentary, that as yet we can only try 
to bring alittle temporary order out of the 
chaos by grouping them according to their 
shapes r 

We find, when we muster all the forms 
which have as yet been seen, that they all 
fall into one of three classes: spheroidal, 
rod-like, or spiral. 

Further subdivisions of these classes have 
been made, and generic and specific names 
attached to many hundreds of forms ; but 
over these details we need not linger now. 
How they look and what they do is here of 
more importance than what we call them. 

Although with the ordinary miscroscopic 

owers the bacteria look like little balls or 
straight or spirital rods, we tind, when we 
use the most powerful and perfect lenses, 
that they consist of a minute mass of gran- 
ular protoplasm surrounded by a thin struc- 
tureless membrane,

LONG LIFE 


The Conditions Which Lead te the Attain 
ment of Advanced Age. 


Farmers, as usual, make a large propor- 
tion, 45 cent. of our list, says the Phila 
delphia Out of 1,000 old men in thir 
country noted by Dr. C. M. Hammond 46! 

and “ nearly all began life 
wpon the farm.” As three-fourths of ow 
population and fully half our workers are 
vo farms this ion is not as large as it 
appears on the surface and indicates tha! 
the chance of old age is really no greater or 
the farm than anywhere else. Out of th 
fifty-nine French centenarians whose occu- 
ions were known twenty-two were farm 
ers and eight land-owners, so that in France, 
while a larger proportion than here sprang 
from the land, the proportion is stall one 
third less than the three-fourths of the tota’ 
inhabitants, which the land bears in France. 
The most distinguished of French cente 
narians, M. Chevreui!, who died this year 
at 103, had lived in Paris all his life. The 
world over the chance both of death and of 
birth seeme less in the modern city than in 
the country. In other words | oth the birth 
and death rate are less in cities. 

Special habita have little or nothing to do 
with long life, and it will be found as our 
list of old men g-ows that a fair proportion 
use spirits and tobacco. Early hours are 
the rule and a dinner in the middle of the 
day, as well as effpsring, but these are so 
waiversal in the class from which old men 
and women come that it is not easy to draw 
conclusions. The very careful medica! 
inquiry made by Prof. Humphrey showed 
that a little over the average height and 
weight—for men 54 feet 8} inches and 13% 
pounds, aod for woman 5 tect 3 inches and 
129 pounds—was most favorable to long life. 
It is a familiar medical dictum that a man is 
‘* as old as his arteries,” but there is little 
in such facts as have been gathered to sup- 
port it. 

But the inane lesson in all such 
facte and figures is the proof they offer that 
the average of human life is lengthening 
and the years of health, activity, and com- 
fort increasing. Old men and women are 
far more common than they once were. In 
England, from 1838-54 to ISSI-82, the 
death rate dropped from 22.5 per 1,000 to 
19.5, and this stands for an average addition 
of two years to the lives of men and three 
years and four months to the lives of wo- 
men. In this country, which shares this 
advance, this means that at the end of thirty 
years 4,000,000 more people, or a state as 
‘arge as Pennsylvania, will be alive, who 
under the earlier death rate would have been 
dead. In Sweden, where a longer compari- 
son is possible, the death rate in 1770-90 
was 28.5 per 1,000; in 1880-5 it was 17.5. 
The death rate in London was once 40 per 
1,000 ; it is now 16, 15, and even 13. the 
death rate here is far higher—2.25, This 
enormous addition has changed life after 60 
or 70 from the ‘‘ lean and slippered panta- 
loon " ofgShakspeare®to hale, vigorous, and 
hearty years, in which life is enjoyed to the 
utmost. If the question is often asked 
what civilization has really done to increase 
human happiness, we can unhesitatingly 
point to the green old age which we chronicle 
this morning—every man and woman proof 
of an advance we all share in a larger or less 


degree.

Vita Hassen—a Jew by profession. But the 
presence of these Jews in equatorial Atrica 
does not stand alone.

Mesopo- 
tamia, Canaan, Egypt, Canaan once more, 
Assyria, Babylonia, Persia, Canaan a third 
time, and then the world at large——such are 
the successive stages of Isracl’s national mi- 
grations. The Jews indeed have ever been 
the “tribe ofthe wandering foot.” In anage 
when movement from one country to another 
was a rare and hazardous proceeding — 
in the twelfth century to wit -Benjamin of 
Tudela and Petachia of Katisbon traveled 
through a great part of Europe, Asia and 
Africa, and were thereby able to make con- 
siderable additions to the world’sknowlcdyge. 
The second Benjamin and Halevy, wi o ex- 
plored the Felashas, may a!so be mentioned. 
The existence of Jewsin out-of-the-way cor- 
ners of the globe, the Felashas and Beni- 
Isracl and the Cochin Jews, has only been 
made possible by the migratory tendency of 
the race. The four young men who kept 
last Yom Kippur in so queer yet so touching 
a fashion inthe wilds of South Africa are 
among the latest illustrations of the tend- 
ency. No doubt the wandering instinct has 
been strengthened by peraccution, but now 
that peace and quietness are his in greater 
measure the Jew atill retains his predilec- 
tion for travel.

Poisoned at a Funeral. 


Raincy, a town in the Department of the 
Seine-et-Oise, is in astate of great perturba- 
tion over @ poisoning case, which so far has 
resulted in the death of three persons. A 
few days agoa widow, much respected in the 
place, died of comsumption, and on return- 
ing from the funeral to the house some of 
her neighbours, who had been very kind to 
her, espied a bottle of quinine wine, which 
had been given to her by her daughter some 
months before, but of which she had onl 
drunk a small glass, as it had disagreed wit 
her. Someone suggested that the mourning 
friends might revive their spirits by emptin 
the bottle, and the proposition was accepter 
with alacrity. Three persons partook of the 
wine. The first to suffer was Madame 
Goualin, the wife of a railway employe, who 
was also present. A quarter of an hour 
after she had taken her glass she was seized 
with violent pains, and expired soon after- 
wards, The doctor who had been called in 
ascribed her death to apoplexy, and her 
husband, overcome with emotion, filled a 
large glass with the wine and drank it off. 
He was at once taken ill in his turn, and in 
the meantime a friend—also in the service 
of the railway company—had rushed upstairs 
to his room on the upper floor howling with 
anguish. The doctor, speedily recalled, saw 
at once that these people had taken 
po «on, and despatched a messenger to the 

lice station. A large crowd assembled in 
Font of the honse, and when the officials 
arrived they had the utmost difficulty 
in forcing their way through the throng. 
In apite, however, of all efforts made to 
save them, the two men died. This 
tragedy occurredon Sunday, the day of 
the funeral, and on the following mornin 
the corpse of the widow was exhumed, anc 
subjected, with the bodies of her frienda, to 
& post-mortem examination. On Monday 
morning the daughter of the poor woman, 
who had given her the bottle, was interrog- 
ated at Raincy by the judicial authorities, 
and said that after she had purchased it her 
husban! had tasted its contents and had 
taken ill, but her brother remembered that 
hie mother had asked him toempty a powder 
into it. Where this powder had been 
procured he could not say.
